N o single person could pos­ 
sibly have handled the more than 
1,620,000 letters, more than 2 2 0 ,0 0 0 tele­ 
grams and the uncounted number of packages 
that arrived at the White H ouse in the first 
JO months of the president’s term. 
Sixteen people now help M r. Smith handle 
the mail, each 
one college-bred 
and hand­ 
picked, for the task requires great intelligence 
and high integrity. 
The receiving of White H ouse mad is no 
simple postoffice lob. 
A busy executive of 
any kind can not open ail letters addressed to 
hun; the president would find it a physical im­ 
possibility to see more than a fraction. 
Mr. Smith, therefore, has the responsibility 
of opening and selecting that fraction. 


l y l N E - T E N T H S of the mail that comes to 
1600 Pennsylvania Avenue is addressed 
to Franklin Rosevelt and a good part of the 
remaining tenth, sent to his wife and secretaries, 
is intended for his eye. 
Every president hat a certain number of let­ 
ters from members of his family and from close 
friends that should reach him unopened. 
Few 
of these correspondents put their names and re­ 
turn addresses on the envelopes they use; sc 
Mr. Smith and his assistants have to memorize 
then handwriting. 
With the present flood of 1 8 ,0 0 0 letters a 
day it takes a good eye and memory to pick 
out the country-hotel envelope, addressed, per­ 
haps, in pencil, as bearing a note to the pres 
ident from his wife. 
After these intimate missives are weeded out 
the rest are opened, in order that they may be 
routed to the person who can handle diem most 
effectively.

Every president has, too, hun­

County League of Municipalities in 
Anaheim, following a spirited d is­ 
cussion led by C ity Engineer J. 
L. M cBride and M ayor Paul W it ­ 
m er of Santa A na and Councilman 
I. 
Stew art 
of 
Pasadena, 
official 
of the California League of M unic­ 
ipalities. 
M cBride 
and 
W itm er 
charged 
that the state league had bungled 
the fight in the last legislature 
to have the cities receive 
more 
gas 
tax 
money 
and 
urged 
that 
action be started at once by the 
League in 
planning a campaign, 
culm inating either in an initiative 
election or vote of the legislature. 
They said that all cities were dis­ 
satisfied with 
the present setup, 
that the matter had been dragging 
along for several years, and that 
^automobile clubs and other bodies 
Jpmpnsed to the city demands were 
well 
organized. 
Stewart replied that the gas tax 
committee of the state league, in 
combination 
w ith 
the 
advisory 
committee of county league rep­ 
resentatives, was malting an ex­ 
haustive study of the question and 
would report soon. 
M cBride continued his attack; by 
pointing out that the Automaton! 
Club ol Southern California was 
hard at work drafting plans for 
the next legislature and that the 
d a te 
highway 
department 
was 
making detailed studies of high­ 
ways. 
He advocated a vote by 
Hie people as the best way of se­ 
curing relief and urged that in i­ 
tiative petitions 
be circulated to 
show the m ilitant attitude of cities. 
M cBride suggested that a reso­ 
lution be sent by the county league 
to the Automobile Club of South­ 
ern California, declaring that cities 
are not in accord with i>a«t actions 
of the club on the gas tax.

such a communication 
would better come from the C ali­

League 
of 
Municipalities, 
upon which Executive Secretary J. 
\\. Charleyville, present

meeting, said he would be glad to

It was finally decided that the 
executive committee of the oounty 
h ague should draft a resolution 
and present it at the next meet­

w as equal to many of the heroes of the past. 
U nquestionably he w ill go down in the history 
o f Nicaragua as a national hero and patriot. 
D iffering 
with 
the 
adm inistration 
on 
the 
character of its usurpation, he came out against 
it. and maintained the position that in the in­ 
ternal affairs of N icaragua the people should 
have the power to work out such a government 
and such rulers as they saw fit. Sandino would 
undoubtedly have won in his service to his peo­ 
ple, were it not for the U nited States marines, 
w ho prevented its consum m ation. 
T he election of President R oosevelt insured 
the policy, in regard to N icaragua and other 
Central American and South Am erican nations, 
for which Sandino had contended. 
W ith the 
withdrawal of the forces 
and the agreem ent 
that there should be no m ore such interference, 
Sandino was then in hearty accord with the 
general policy. 
The dispatches do not tell why this assassin­ 
ation took place. 
H e certainly w as not in arms 
against the governm ent 
O ne dispatch declares 
that it m ay have been possible that it was be­ 
cause of some derogatory remarks that Sandino 
had made about the national guard. 
W hat- 
I 


ever remarks he had m ade certainly were abun­ 
dantly justified by the action which these peo­ 
ple took. 
A s a result of this, there may I* local up­ 
risings and some reprisals, but it is not likely 
to end in anything like a serious revolution. 
T he best thing that the governm ent can do is 
to see that the perpetrators of these killings 
are brought to justice. 
O f course one cannot help remembering that 
k was certain financial 
forces that had per 
suaded our governm ent to go into N icaragua 
and interfere with her internal affairs in the 
first place. 
It m ay be entirely possible that the 
sam e forces feared this w arrior Sandino, w ho 
undoubtedly had a very clear know ledge o f 
ju st how those things cam e about, and w ho 
brought them about. 
T he rem oval of Sandino 
and his brother and aides w ould not he at all a 
serious matter, in the judgm ent of those sam e 
forces, when it is considered that they carried 
on a desultory w ar for years to protect their 
interests, under the pretext of “keeping order" 
in N icaragua.
